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The Lack of True Fellowship Amongst Eclectics.

That there is a lack of true fellow- 
ship amongst the eclectics of this 
State isa sad fact. The true spirit of 
friendly feeling and sociability is sadly 
lacking in general. This certainly 
is not the fault of the dominant school 
and we cannot justly blame them for 
that. When personal beliefs, habits, 


etc., are made public factors in hurt-_ 


ing brother physicians, we lower our- 
selves to gossiping, and the true 
fellowship that should exist is lost. 
Jealousy, antagonism, etc., are the 
result, which ultimately divide the ec- 
lectics into factions and which finally 
are carried to such an extent that the 
more neutral element becomes dis- 
gusted and finally does not care if 
eclecticism goes to the wall or not. 
The harpers keep on harping, one 
faction trying to hurt the other, which 
always ends in hurting the cause of 
eclecticism in general in this State. 


Before anything can be accom- 
plished eclecticism should rise far 
above this habit of harping and 
carrying into public their little petty 
quatrels. The sooner this is done the 
better for our school of medicine. 

Therefore our first step must be to 
get a general understanding amongst 


physicians of our school, cultivate 


true fellowship and make your brother 
physician feel at home when he 
calls on you and not treat him as a 
stranger or intruder. This will cause 
a better feeling amongst members of 
our school. 

No one can be considered faultless 
and for that reason we should not 
make capital of the little faults of 
our brother eclectics, always remem- 
bering that we have our faults as well 
and that harping and running down 
others never does any good but often 
breeds evil. 
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Let those lead our cause who are 
most sincere and able, and whose aim 
it is to cultivate good fellowship. We 
need this in California. 

No matter what your private opin- 
ions are do not bolt if they are not 
in exact harmony of those of others. 

We should exchange ideas and if 
necessary compromise in such a man- 
ner as to give the greatest benefit to 
eclectics in general in the State’ of 
California. Regardless of private 
opinion in general, there are three 
great questions before us now in 
which we should stand together to a 
man, and they are: 

T. A new college building. 
II. A new hospital. 
III. Legislation. | 

Those that would fail in these, the 

most important for our school of med- 


icine at the present time, surely lack 


the true spirit. 

Division will break up any party. 
_ This applies to a medical school as 
well. Pulling together for the best 
interest of a party generally means 
success; soit will with us. 

We must act now—therefore let us 
go ahead and do our duty. 

At the same time let us cultivate 
good fellowship and we will not be 
sorry. Eclectics should be true to 
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their system of specific medication, 
but broaden out. Any remedy that 
meets specific medication should be 
recognized, be that in the primary or 
secondary form, and should have a_ 
place in our materia medica and ther- 
apeutics. The sooner this is under-— 
stood the better it will be for eclectic- 
ism. With all this we may be true 
to our system of specific medication. 
We must branch out, add new mate- 
rial and give new use to remedies 
already Known in order to advance. 
No matter from what source and 
whether in the primary or secondary 
form as long as it will meet specific 


indications and use it. 


The majority of eclectics under- 
stand that this is very important. 
Those that will not see this may find 
some day that the old saying of 
‘Those who look behind often fall 
by the way side,’’ is true. 

We must keep on to advance and 
broaden out in therapeutics in order 


to keep pace with the times. 


Do this and cultivate good fellow- 


ship, work together to a man when 


it comes to advancement of eclectic- 
ism; build modern colleges and hos- 
pitals, we will soon see the day when 
we can say with sincerity that we 
have done our duty. 


Rheumatism.

Every physician knows that there 
is no specific for rheumatism, neither 
is there for any other disease-name ; 
but for the various symptoms that 


accompany or develop with or during 
a disease, we have specifics as positive 
in their curative action as a formula 


in mathematics. 
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To our allopathic brethren such 
statements are seeming absurdities, 


‘but to the wide-awake eclectic or 


homeopath they are dynamic reali- 


ties that cure their patients and make 


for them a real science of medicine 
instead of a humbugging priestcraft 
for mere money getting. 

My first experience in the treatment 
of rheumatism was rather humiliating 
so far. as a cure goes, but when I 
counted the shekels I consoled myself 
with the thought that I had done the 
best that I knew how and was taking 
the money simply for the time I had 
spent, the same as any other crafts- 
man would do. Inthis respect ignor- 
ance is bliss and ‘ ’tis folly to be wise,” 


_ but I prefer to be a fool for money 


and cure my patients. 

Experience has added wisdom to 
my years and now it isa real pleas- 
ure to get hold of a severe case of 
rheumatism of any kind. How do I 
doit! Just as easy as a doctor knows 
his daddy. No salicylic acid, no 
salicylate of soda, whiskey, phenaci- 
tine, no morphine, or any of its salts; 
nothing but simple specific vegetable 
tinctures in a little water, or on sugar 


disks, and, presto! a terrible case of 


acute inflammatory rheumatism, so 


severe that the patient howls if you 
try to touch or move him, is fairly 


comfortable in twelve hours and up 
around the house in three to five 
more and out at work the next week. 
Lloyd’s aconite, bryonia, caulophy]l- 
lum, rhus tox, sticta, macrotys, sul- 
phite of soda, acid iron, sulphurous 
acid,—you all know the indications, 
and what’s the use to repeat them, but 


I add, bryonia hurts so thundering 
bad that the patient can’t move and 
therefore lies still. Rhus tox nearly 
kills him to move but finds that if he 
moves a little he gets easier after it. 
Bryonia and rhus tox both affect the 
joints most. Caulophyllum affects 
the small joints of the hands, wrists, 
feet and ankles mostly. 

Now I am going to give you the 
very inside of it. Rheumatism either 
begins in the lower extremities and 
goes up, or else begins in the upper 
extremities and goes down. If it be- 


gins in the lower, give ledum palustre, 
ten drops in 4 oz. of water, and a 


teaspoonful of the mixture every hour, 
but if it begins in the upper and goes 
down give kalmia latifolia, twenty 
drops in 4 oz. of water and a tea- 
spoonful every hour, and do not neg- 


lect the other indicated remedies.

Study the Physiological Action the Roentgen Ray.

Over ten years have now passed 
since Roentgen’s discovery and an 


almost similar period since its thera- » 
in medicine—a 


peutic application 
period sufficiently long to have al- 
lowed the pendulum to swing wide to 
both extremes: that of unwarranted 


enthusiasm and that of unjust con-. 


demnation. These ten years have 
been a time of trial and experimen- 
tation, and I believe that we are now 
in a position to review the work of 
those years without prejudice and to 
determine the usefulness of the Roeut- 
gen Ray as a therapeutic measure. 
Let us look at the excited X-ray 
tube and consider the physical phe- 
nomena present. The electric current 
passes to the cathode and is there 
discharged. The resulting stream, 


Cathode Stream, as it is called, con- 


the tube. 


sisting of molecules of gas, each 


1-1,000 the size of a hydrogen atom, 
as estimated by Professor J. J. 
Thompson, now passes in straight 
lines from the concave surface from 
which it was given off to its focus, 
whence it continues as a solid pencil, 
though this last is now disputed by 
certain observers who believe that a 
portion of it is diffused throughout 
And it is this stream of 
minute molecules, each charged with 
or accompanied by negative ions of 
electricity that, impinging on the 
metallic surface of the target, be- 
comes transformed into X-rays. How 
this is effected we do not know. It 
has been held that this change is 
complete and that the entire stream 
is converted into X-rays, but inves- 
tigation during the past year has 
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shown that this is not the case, but 
that a certain part is deflected as 
cathode rays. 

In an article published three years 
ago, Dr. Delphey, of New York, de- 
fined the X-ray as ‘‘a form of energy 
produced by the bombardment of 
molecules against a metal plate ina 
vacuum of high degree.’’ This, he 
went on to say, is not a form of elec- 
tricity, but is the transformed energy 
of the electric current passing in 
waves which vibrate at a far higher 
rate than sunlight. Since that time 
we have been able to add but little 
to our knowledge, except that some 
have asserted that the rays are not in 
the form of waves, but of impulses. 


But whether they pass as waves or as 
impulses, we know that the true X- 


rays travel in straight lines and can 
be neither deflected nor reflected, in 
distinction from the cathode rays 


which can be deflected by the electro- 


magnet or electrostatic field, and that 
at right angles to the line of force.

~However, as physics is a more or 


less mysterious realm to me, I cannot 


pretend to discuss this subject. 
Energy is the keynote of existence 
and the cessation of energy is death. 
Every cell in the human organism is 
storing up and giving off energy in 
one form or another. The Roentgen 
Ray is a form of energy and it is the 
acceleration or inhibition of the ener- 
gy of the animal protoplasm, brought 
about through the external energy of 
the rays that constitutes its physio- 
logical action. The theories that have 
been evolved to explain this will be 


considered later. For our purposes 
of physiological study, the rays that 
are emitted from an excited X-ray 
tube, while of many different kinds 
and of different powers of penetration, 
may be placed in two groups: the so- 
called soft or non-penetrating and the 
hard or penetrating. By means of 
filters of various kinds we may utilize 
the one to the exclusion of the other, 
and we have found by experiment and 
observation that in general the soft 


rays affect the skin and superficial 


tissues without affecting the deeper, 
and that the hard rays pass through 
the superficial tissues without produc- 
ing any appreciable changes and act 
upon the deeper to a marked degree. 
Different tissues react in different 


ways and the same tissues in different _ 


individuals, their resistance depend- 
ing, according to Rudis-Jicinsky, up- 
on the quality and chemical compo- 
sition of the plasma and the amount 
of liquid they contain. 
As I have said, we may produce 
marked changes in the skin.- These 
depend largely upon the strength of 
the rays and the length of the ex- 
posure, and may not appear for weeks 
after the cessation of treatment al- 
though the incubation period is usu- 
ally from 4 to 21 days. If the dose 
be mild and the treatments at not too 
frequent intervals, no changes may 
be visible to the eye or there may be 
a gradual tanning. This latter may 
be produced by a single short severe 
exposure and I have observed it in 
several cases where I had made an 
abdominal examination some weeks 
before, and that after an exposure of 
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only 45 seconds. If the patient is 
susceptible or the dose too great, a 
hypereemia or dermatitis ensues as 
evidenced by redness or a terra-cotta 
tint. When tanning occurs there are 
but few epithelial changes; a depo- 
sition of pigment and a destruction 
of the outer layers of the epithelium 
which are then cast off. Occasion- 
ally there is also a ‘‘ pebbling’’ of the 
skin, each pebble exuding a small 


drop of serum and the whole skin has 


a harsh dry feeling before it is shed. 
With this the process stops and there 
is a return to normal. With marked 


redness and hyperzemia the destruc- 


tive changes may cease and a return 
to normal take place with but few 
effects upon the tissues involved, but 


there is a great tendency for the pro- 


cess to continue toa ‘‘burn’’ of the 
second degree. This condition is 
characterized by the formation of 
blebs or blisters. Here again it may 
cease and return to normal or con- 
tinue to the next or third degree, which 
is one of necrosis, involving not only 
the skin and superficial parts, but 
often the muscles beneath, the whole 
forming a deep sloughing area which 
displays no effort of it own to heal. 

_ There is still another condition seen 
usually only in X-ray operators in 
which the part, most often the hand, 
has a reddish or brown tint. There 
may be scaling present giving the 
appearance of a chronic eczema. 
With this there is more or less perma- 
nent loss of hair and deformity or loss 
of the finger nails. This condition is 
very resistant to treatment, persisting 


for months or even years, and not in- — 


and filled with vacuoles. 
was edematous, as was the connective 
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frequently it produces papillomata 
which present a tendency in many 
cases to break down to true epithe- 
liomata, at least half a dozen such 
cases having been reported during the 
past few years. 

Now to turn to the histological 
changes, Oudin, Bartholomay and 
Darrier found in the skin of guinea 
pigs subjected to mild exposures, a 
thickening of the epidermis and an 
increase in the prickle, rete and nu- 
cleated epithelial cells. Jutassy found 
similar changes in rabbits. Unna has 
described, in addition, a basophilic 
change in the collogen of the elastic 
fibers. Scholtz observed that 24 hours 
after a very severe exposure the pro- 
toplasm of the prickle cells was dif- 
fuse, their outline not so sharp as — 
normal and that they stained more 
than normal cells. After seven days 
in the same case the whole layer of nu- 
cleated epithelial cells was loosened, 
very much thinned and in places ab- 
sent. The prickle cells were swollen 
and distorted and their nuclei stained 
poorly. The chromatin appeared in 
irregular masses and the protoplasm 
of both cells and nuclei was swollen 
The corion 


tissue which was homogeneous and 
stained poorly. The elastic fibers 
were similarly affected, and the hair 
follicles and sweat glands showed de- 
generative changes in the rete cells, 
often being surrounded by leucocytes. 
These are in general but little more 
than evidences of a severe inflamma- 
tion with consequent degeneration. 
Where ulceration had occurred, 


| 
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Gossman observed a necrotic struc- 
tureless mass in the superficial por- 
tion and masses of fibers, broken- 
down cells and nuclei leucocytes and 
disintegrated connective tissue bun- 
dles in the deeper parts. 

The superficial blood vessels—arte- 
ries, veins and capillaries—share in 
these changes as well.’ There is first 
a proliferation of the cells of the in- 
tima and media which later become 
edematous and loosened, and project 
into the lumina of the vessels. The 
intersubstance is increased in amount 
with irregular spaces containing vac- 
uoles, and the muscularis shows de- 
generation. The connective tissue is 
increased. Rudis-Jicinsky found in 
addition that leucocytes accumulate 
along the walls of the veins and capil- 
laries and become fixed; while others, 
pyriform in shape, are dragged along 
by the blood current. Later the emi- 
gration of the white cells increases, 
they passing out between the cells of 
the edothelium together with an in- 
creased amount of serum. Extrava- 
sation of the red cells is slow and not 


marked. To summarize, the action 


of the Roentgen ray on superficial 
tissues is essentially destructive, al- 
though we may obtain an initial stim- 
ulation as evidenced by proliferation 
of the epithelial cells together with an 
increase in the growth of the hair and 
increase in the amount of connective 
tissue, but this last may be considered 
as a reaction, due in part at least to 
Nature’s effort to overcome the dam- 
age done by the rays. 

The blood, under the influence of 
the Roentgen ray, undergoes changes 


which are well worthy of notice. 


Gramegna and Quandrone of Paris 
is making a study of the effect of the 
X-ray on the blood of rabbits and 
guinea pigs found first of all that 
there was an increased coagulability. 
The red cells were scarcely affected, 
there being only a slight lessening of 
their physical resistance. The hema- 
globin ratio was not perceptibly modi- 
fied. Rudis-Jicinsky states that the 
spectrum is unaffected, but that there 
is a change in the blood serum—an 
increase in the amount of fibrous and 
albuminous elements. The white cells 
are, however, very susceptible to 
eradiation and the action upon them 
is almost specific. 

Dr. Smith, of Chicago, believes that 
this is almost wholly of the mononu- 


clear variety and reports that while 
giving a patient X-ray treatment,there 


occurred the formation of an abscess 
with rise in temperature, leucocytosis 
and all the sizns of an acute infection, 
but when a blood examination was 
made the increase in leucocytes was 
found to be due to an increased num- 
ber of polymorphonuclear cells and 
not of the mononuclear. In fact there 
was a diminution of the latter. On 
the other hand, there are others who 
claim that it is the polymorphonu- 
clears that suffer. 

In health the X-ray will cause a 
lessening in the number of the white 
cells, but in disease of the blood- 
making organs this decrease is very 
pronounced. In a case of splenomy- 
elogenous leuceemia, recently reported 
by me, there was a drop from 360,000 
to 9,200 white cells after 20 treat- 
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ments and that without any constitu- 
tional disturbance, but rather a steady 
and progressive gain in strength. 

This diminution seems to be brought 
about by an inhibition in the develop- 
ment of the adult cells and an actual 
breaking up of the immature ones, 
for, on microscopic examination, we 
find first a disappearance of the cell 
wall followed by a general disintegra- 
tion of the cell with some shrivelling 
and distortion of the nuclei, many of 
which float about free. 

As with the white cells, so with the 
glands producing them. Heinecke 
demonstrated that in the spleen there 
is a destruction of the Malpighian 
corpuscles and cell elements. This 
has also been brought about in the 
lymphatic glands and whole chains 
have been made to disappear. 
Whether these changes are caused by 
the action of the rays on the blood 
cells, or on the cell-producing glands, 
we cannot say with certainty. Many 
theories have been advanced, but we 
cannot determine where the primary 
action occurs. 

Another cellular element affected 
by this agent is the spermatozoon. 
Continued exposure to the rays results 
first in an absence of motility in a 
few of the cells, the number of them 
sradually increasing until all are in- 
volved. This is followed by the oc- 
currence of fragmentary cells and 
finally a total absence of them. This 
-aspermatozoic condition is not always 
permanent and recovery may take 
place. It is believed that a similar 
state of affairs exists in the case of 
the ova. 


Fillner and Heumann have | 
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found that in rabbits there is a de- 
generation of the ripened follicles in 
the ovary as well as of the secretory 
parenchyma. 

So far as we know, the general cir- 
culation is but slightly affected, if at 
all. There is a temporary quickening 
of the blood current in the smaller ar- 
teries, veins and capillaries, followed 
later by a slowing, but this is prob- 
ably only local and does not affect 
the general stream. 

This change is generally accepted 
to be due to the effect of the rays on 


the vaso-motor nerves—an initial 


citation followed by an inhibition of 
the vaso-dilators—which are one of 
the first parts to be affected. We do 
not know whether this inhibition with 
degeneration is permanent or not. 
Upon the sensory nerves, especially 
their endings, there is marked inhibi- 
tion, if not actual destruction. This 
deadening of the sensory endings with 
consequent analgesia is one oi the 
most pronounced effects produced and 
one of the most constant. 
quently pcssible to alleviate, if not 
entirely eliminate, the distress of some 
of the most painful conditions with 
but four to six treatments. I am in- 
clined to believe that there is a de- 
struction of the nerve endings, for 
while many cases have recurrences, 
the relief is often permanent, there 
being gn record several cases of tri- 
facial neuralgia in which the symp- 
toms have been absent or periods 


varying from one to two years after 


the cessation of treatment. 
Motor nerves do not seem to be af- 
fected, but in experimental work 
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where the rays have been used until 
death ensued, the spinal cord has 
shown a degeneration of the entire 
posterior horns and of the tracts of 


-gray matter, together with consider- 


able dilatation of the central canal 
from hemorrhage into it. 

The rays have decided action not 
only upon the cells of the body as we 
have seen, but also upon the human 
economy as a whole. Of these gen- 
eral so-called constitutional ‘effects, 
that upon metabolism is most pro- 
nounced. 

Experiments by Dr. Edsall, of Phil- 
adelphia, have shown that there is a 
decided increase in the elimination of 
the waste products of the body, in- 
dicating a proportionate increase in 
tissue destruction. This increased 


excretion seems to appear almost 


wholly in the urine, for in the case 
cited there was practically no change 
in the nitrogen and phosphate output 
in the feces. In the urine, however, 
the daily increase in excretion, as 


compared with previous excretion 


with the patient on the same diet, was 
approximately as follows: 


Nitrogen 70 per cent. 
Uric acid 60 per cent. 
Purin bases . 260 per cent. 
Phosphates . . 200 per cent.

Having thus reviewed the manner 


| in which the various tissues of the 


body are attacked by the Roentgen 
ray and the changes produced by it, 
we find that it is the cell which is 
affected. Of these, those of the skin 
are apt, from their position, to suffer 
the most. Probably next in order is 
the blood and the glands associated 
with its formation, and then the gen- 
erative organs. Bone, muscle and 
But this 
order holds true only when the irradi- 
ation is carried on indiscriminately 
and without any protection. AsI said 
near the outset, we have different rays 
at our disposal and we may use the 
one best suited to our needs to the ex- 
clusion of the others, and so affect one 
tissue without producing apparent 
In the general 
way, the law has been laid down that 
the tissues that regenerate most quick- 
ly are the ones that suffer the most, and 
the nearer a cell is to the embryonic 
type, the more easily it is destroyed. 
Just a word now as to the question 
of how these changes in tissue cells 
are brought about. . Many theories 
have been advanced, but few, if any, 
cover the field entirely. In a general 
way a new theory is agitated to fit 
each individual case as it arises. 


However, among those worthy of 


attention are the following: .. 
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1. That the X-ray is electrical and 
that the changes in the cells are due 
to a change in their polarity. 

2. That it is chemical and that 
there is an alteration in the chemical 
composition of the cells. 

3. That it is dynamic and that it 
affects not the cell itself, but the vital 
forces of the cells which then conse- 
quently die; and the more immature 
a cell or embryonic in its type, the 
more readily it is destroyed. 

4. That there is a cytolytic action 
and that the cell destruction results 
from toxins thus formed. Serum from 
leuceemic patients undergoing X-ray 
treatment will cause a clumping and 
destruction of white cells in a hanging 
drop and also, blood from such a 
patient, when injected into an animal, 
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will produce a diminution in the white 
cells, showing that there is some sub- 
stance formed by irradiation that pos- 
sesses the power of white cell disin- 
tegration. (Smith.) Whether this 
holds true for other cells or not, I do 
not know. 

To summarize, we may draw the 
following conclusions: 

1. The exact nature of the Roent- 
gen ray is as yet unknown. 

2. Its action is essentially destruc- 
tive, although we may have an initial 
stimulation in some cases. 

3. Its action is directed toward 


cells, and those possessing most rapid 


growth are most readily attacked. 

4. The modus operandi of these 
changes has not yet been positively de- 
termined.—BAvooklyn Medical Journal.

cal and microscopic characteristics of 
true gonorrhoea without the demon- 
stration of a single coccus. 

Again, a true and simple gonorrhea 
is a self limiting disease, it runs its 
full course in a few weeks, in a vast 
majority of cases, leaving a simple 
catarrhal condition, which soon dis- 
appears. But in a large majority of 
instances we have the virus of mixed 
infection present, upon which the 
streptococci and staphylococci thrive. 
Under these conditions we have a dif- 
ficult case to treat, as the soil upon
